One medical man hints that laws 
may be necessary to prevent the use 
of "teats” which are “valueless, ex¬ 
pensive and ridiculous" Dr. Wansev 
Bayley. of Harley Street. London, a 
former protagonist of th* Wass*r- 
msnn test, writing on August 14 , 1*20. 
said: “This test Is not pathognomonic 
of syphllta and Ui often contra¬ 
dictory..’’ .... and this testimony 
might be corroborated agnin and 
again by well-known doctors. 

However, a little imagination and 
the power to see ourselves In the po¬ 
sition of persons mentioned In the 
report, will probably hefp us to re¬ 
alise that a step, such as that sug¬ 
gested, would be a grave injustice.

A ROYAL COMMISSION ON RE- 
ESTABLISHMENT. 

To the Editor:—The proposal em¬ 
anating from the Great War Veter¬ 
ans’ Association to the effect that the 
whole matter of re-establishment of 
»*x-service men and women should i 
be considered by a Royal Commission 
before the opening of Parliament, | 
merits the careful consideration of: 
the Cabinet Council. 

The idea which prompted the pro¬ 
posal was that such a commission 
could collect all necessary evidence 
und have Its recommendations ready 
for consideration Immediately upon 
the opening of the next session of 
Parliament. There are several ad¬ 
vantages thnt would result from such 
a scheme. In the first Instance, the 
members of the commission could be 
appointed from all sections of the 
community, irrespective of political 
consideration. Unhampered by other 
duties, the commission would be free 
to carry on Its work without inter¬ 
ruption. One of the great difficul¬ 
ties in the operation of Parliamen¬ 
tary committees has been the brief 
and irregular sessions, necessitated 
by the fact that the members of the 
committee were forced to devote part 
of their time in the House and on 
other committees. 

Tho work of the Parliamentary 
committees has had to be curtailed 
on thfipo occasions, owing to the ne¬ 
cessity of bringing ln a report in 
lime for discussion before the clos¬ 
ing of the session. 

Present Indications point to a brief 
Session when the 14th Parliament 
convenes. The Government, would 
be saved much valuable tlm** and cx- 
servjce men would have a fair chance 
to present their claims If the whole 
matter of re-establlshment could be 
considered before the opening of the 
House. With the proposals of the 
commission placed In concrete form

The failure of th* Municipal 
solicitor's advice is. perhaps, further 
reaching than one would at first bus- 
pect. Consider the situation. Rate¬ 
payers pay for the Mundpal sol¬ 
icitor’s advice which challenges 
them to risk from five hundred to 
many thousands of dollars of private 
money to prove that advice right or 
wrong. Saanich has. In other cases, 
accepted and paid for oplnions-ln- 
terpretatlons—of the Municipal Act. 1 
which, even the Inspector of Muni- j 
clpalltlee admits, would have to go 
to a Judge of the Supreme Court to 
prove them right. Saanich operates 
on the brink of this chasm, and 
challenge* private ratepayers either 
to let her alone as she dances daring¬ 
ly to destruction, or else spend pri¬ 
vate funds in addition to taxes to 
save her from her approaching 
calamities 

Such legal advice is not fair to 
the ratepayers. Surely a Legisla¬ 
tive Assembly with all its assistants, 
legal, eduentionai, and practical, can 
frame a Municipal Act. such that 
clerks and assessors, though way¬ 
faring men need not err in the In¬ 
terpretations thereof. When law is 
recognized for the protection of rate¬ 
payers; rather than to “brow-beat” 
and over-ride the unwary, we may,

Working, therefore, from the fact 
that the Government has turned 
down this proffered legal advice, w* 
have now a precedent that such ad¬ 
vice is not good.

If we fol¬ 
low this up It may mean a now era 
In the Interpretation of law. for it 
lays the emphasis upon the authority

It will have to be admitted that the 
late conflict provided a lamentable 
proof that no ‘regulations’ can pre¬ 
vent the inhumane employment’ ol 
any human invention.’” 

Now, is this really so? Are we to 
admit without & struggle that human¬ 
ity has sunk to this depth of in¬ 
humanity? Are we really, in 1922 or 
1940. to combine the brutal ethics 
of the Dark Ages with the thousand¬ 
fold capacity for scattering destruc¬ 
tion and agony afforded by modern 
science? Did the war prove anything 
more than this, namely, that there 
wra ONE power that scorned the 
solemn promises and civilized meth¬ 
ods? Have we forgotten the cry of 
horror and execration that roso tc: 
heaven only five or six years ago at 
the news of German atrocities? The 
Allies proudly claimed that they 
warred honorably, and that the Ger¬ 
mans played foul. When, at a later 
date, we adopted some of their raeth- 
?£*’ J* Waa beaded, and rightly, that 
the Allies could not allow themselves 
to be placed at a disadvantage in u 
life and death struggle. The Impli¬ 
cation was clear that no decent na¬ 
tion would resort to such methods 
unless driven to It by the example 
of the enemy. But now, how changed ! 
"Everybody’s doing it," or about to 
do it. Truly a pleasant prospect far 
anyone who trie# to believe that 
humanity and civilization are not al¬ 
together a ghastly mistake. It would 
seem that the German war lords, 
though beaten In the field, have con¬ 
quered us after all, robbed us of our 
honor and manliness, infected us 
with their own leprous disease 
dragged us down to their own level! 

I cannot believe, however, that the 
case is so hopeless. There is plenty 
of the ape and tiger in us yet, but 
there is a better self In man that 
can be defended and nourished and 
strengthened, and the duty of the 
press Is plain. Let publicists and 
editors remember the power of prop- 
aganda during the war. If, instead 
of weakiy yielding to the forces of 
evil, there was a. steady Ftudslenc* on 
what is decent and humane and on 
the Racredness of obligations, a strong 
sentiment in favor of honorable 
methods in war, if war there must 
be. could be built up until no nation 
would dare defy it. And, in spite of 
the poisonous cant we often hear 
about the "unchangeableness of 
human nature," a concerted and sus¬ 
tained effort would soon narrow 
down war to a rare and local thing 
on the borders of civilization, some¬ 
thing in the nature of police work 
until it could be entirely eliminated* 
No one can deny that things were 
well on the way to this end between 
1900 and 1914 except for the attitude 
of a single great power.

■ from the progress 
that has been made in reducing 
the fighting equipment of the 
five great naval powers. These 
nations have renounced their 
right to set their naval pro¬ 
grammes according to their own 
oonception of national needs and 
have substituted that ancient 
procedure, by a rationing pro¬ 
cess that will be controlled by 
the provisions of a Treaty which 
each has signed. This particular 
pact provides the following ratio 
of tonnage for capital ships: 
Great Britain, 525,(XX) tons; 
United States. 525,000 tons; 
Japan, 315,000 tons; France, 
175,000 tons; Italy, 175,000 tons, 
and that no guns larger than 16- 
inch will be carried. There is a 
corresponding limitation of air¬ 
plane carriers with a maximum 
for Great Britain and the United 
States of 135,000 tons. These 
carriers are nqt to exceed 27,000 
tong and the armament is limited 
to 8-inch guns; auxiliary craft 
are not to exceed 10,000 tons in 
size and no guns in excess of 8 
inches can be mounted on them. 
The ships obsolescent or in pro¬ 
cess of construction which are 
to be scrapped will number some 
»ixty-five, with a total tonnage 
aot far short of two million tons. 

Next in importance is un¬ 
doubtedly the four-power agree¬ 
ment in connection with the fu¬ 
ture of the Pacific Islands. This 
Treaty binds the British Empire, 
the United States, France and 
japan to a policy of respect for 
t>ne another’s insular possessions 
in the Pacific and provides for 
tbe submission of such diffi¬ 
culties as may arise from time to 
time to a conference among 
themselves for the purpose of 
considering what should be done 
under the circumstances.

NOT THE RIGHT PLAN. 


Common Coughs and Colds That 
Hang on Persistently Aro Apt 
to Lead to Serious Complica¬ 
tions, Deelare Authorities. 


Reducing salaries is one of the 
simplest ways of curtailing oper¬ 
ating expenses in any form of 
business and if it were a certain 
guarantee of actual economy at 
any stage of the game it would 
become an epidemic during 
every period of instability. But 
its very simplicity in many in¬ 
stances automatically labels the 
process economically unsound. 
One case in point would be a re¬ 
duction of the aldcrmanic Balary 
list for reasons that are obvious. 
The City of Victoria is the big¬ 
gest business on Vancouver Isl¬ 
and and it naturally follows that 
the President of its managerial 
board should be entitled to a 
salary equal to that paid to 
many a eivil servant who comes 
and goes by the clock. And until 
an aldermanic body is com¬ 
posed of men and women who 
enter municipal life because they 
possess the time and means to 
devote all their attention to the 
duties entailed it is right and 
just that the willing worker only 
moderately endowed with this 
world’s goods, and only able to 
devote a part of his time—which 
sometimes belongs to his em¬ 
ployer—to civic business, should 
receive an emolument as nearly 
as possible appropriate to the 
value of services rendered. There 
may be point in the argument 
that the city of Victoria should 
contain enough public-spirited 
men and women to guarantee the 
ideal mayor and aldermen. But 
when that desirable condition 
obtains we shall be talking about 
the abolition of taxation instead 
of reducing aldermanic salaries.

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HINDU LADIES DON HOMESPUN 
IN FIGHT FOR GANDHI’S CAUSE 


. Woman Intellectual* Sacrifice Jewel* and Luxury to Back HU Oruiade for Indian 
Nationalism — Notable Effort* Mad* by Wealthy and Edu¬ 
cated People to Bender Null the British Buie

FpiIE women of India are more devotional 
than aro the men. Militant affirmation of 
spiritual dedication Is more a part of the life 
of the women of India than of men. The call 
of Mahatma Gandhi is primarily a spiritual 
one. Consequently the women of India are 
responding to his cal; readily, more spontane¬ 
ously and more self-sacrlflclngly than the 
men. 

And India owes much of the success of 
Gandhi’s non-cooperation movement to the 
untiring energy and almost superhuman ideal¬ 
ism of the new women of new India. It is not 
this or that section, but women of all castes, 
of all creeds, and of all classes are equally 
Intoxicated with the win© of self-realisation by 
self-sacrifice. 

Countless millions are the women who are 
helping Gandhi In hie task of national self- 
realisation. Limitation of space precludes en¬ 
tering Into an exhaustive account of the theme; 
but the activities of a few' leading women lieu¬ 
tenants of Gandhi will Indicate the vibrant cur¬ 
rents of feminine thought in rejuvenated India. 

Like her husband, Mrs. Gandhi, too, bad de¬ 
fied the laws of South Africa and cheerfully 
gone to prison as a protest against debasing 
discriminations against the people of India. 
In his continuous peregrinations around India 
Gandhi has the privilege of the constant com¬ 
pany of his wife, who takes care of her hus¬ 
band as a mother does of her helpless baby. 

Mrs. Gandhi wields uncommon Influence 
ever the workingmen and working-women of 
India. She Is like a mother to them. Like 
Gandhi, she also believes in non-violence, and 
during the riotous days of 1919, when every 
Englishman at Ahmedabad—the heme city of 
Gandhi—was threatened with Instant death by 
the revolutionist* It was Mrs. Gandhi's appeal 
that saved their lives. 

During the absence of Mohatma and Mrs. 
Gandhi from Ahmedabad. the most Influential 
person who carries on their work In this great 
Industrial city is not a man, but a woman. Her 
earns Is Anusuyabai, the daughter of an Im¬ 
mensely wealthy mill owner of Ahmedabad, and 
very wealthy herself. Tet she has thrown her 
lot with the working people of the city. She 
Is highly educated, and devotes her time, pen 
and tongue for the educational, social and 
Ksonomlc uplift of the masses of Hindustan. 

Not very far from Ahmedabad is the city ef 
Bombay. This queen city of Bombay Is a great 
centre of Gandhism. Here Gandhi's followers 
are numerous, influential and wealthy. Three 
ef the most dynamic of all his women lieuten¬ 
ants come from Bombay, and they are her 
Highness, Nsall Begum Raflya Sultana; Begum 
Atiya Fyzee-Rohamln, the feminist; and Saro- 
Jini Naldu, the poetess. 

Begum Nasll Raflya Is a ruling princess. 
She is highly educated in English and Persian. 
Her home is a centre ef art. Bhe lavishly 
spends her money for the education of the 
masses and encouragement of art. A short 
while ago she could be seen In Bombay social 
circles in the costliest of costumes and most 
tlaborately Jeweled with precious stones from 
all quarters of the globe. 

Dreues in Homeepun. 

rpO-DAY, on account of the advent of the new 
nationalist movement and in response to 
the call of the Mahatma she has cast aside her 
precious costumes and jewels and goes about 
in proud dignity dressed in coarse homespun. 
Bhe has given her luxuriantly furnished palace 
to the nation, to Se used as a centre for the 
diffusion of artistic enlightenment 

More than this, she has plunged herself 


wholeheartedly Into the political fray, and le 
now most efficiently and enthusiastically acting 
as the president of the first purely women's 
political organisation, known as Rsshtrya 8 tree 
8 amItl (Women’s Political Association.) 

Begum Atiya Fysee-Rahamln Is a leading 
temlnlst of India; She Is ons of the moat 
highly oultured women In the world to-day. 
Only recently she organised an academy for 
the revival of music in India 

Though born in in orthodox Mohammedan 
family, she has been from her early youth an 
ardent feminist. She was the first Moslem wo¬ 
men of aristocratic family to threw off her veil 
and come out in the public. In fact, she was 
first stoned In the streets by her fellow Mos¬ 
lems for this so-called immodesty. To-day, 
wherever she goes, they throw flowers at her 
and she addressee mammoth mass meetings. 

Mahatma Gandhi has found Begum Atiya 
Fysee-Rahamln one of hie most sincere work¬ 
ers. In starting, new organisations and col¬ 
lecting funds she has not yet been surpassed 
by any other woman In Indlr She founded 
the Women's Political Association. She also 
collected about 9100,090 in a few’days for Ma¬ 
hatma Gandhi's swaraJ fund and gathered $6,000 
worth of British goods to be burned for the 
encouragement of Indian Industries. 

In fifteen days she introduced I0,0p0 chsrksa 
(spinning wheels) In Indian homes. Bhe has so 
far mads thousands of Indian men and women 
discard British made clothes. She also has 
raised thousands of dollars for tho Khilafat 
funds. 

Begum Atiya FVtee-Rshamin has taken a 
leading part in the movement for the boycott 
of the Duke of Connaught and tho Prince of 
Walea 

Begum Atiya Fysee-Rahamln is an excellent 
shot and an export rider. Her husband Is a 
painter of note, and her brother, Mr. Fysee, 
came to America last Bummer as one ef the two 
Indian tennis players to play In the Davis Cup 
challenge. 

The third Bombay woman lieutenant of Ma¬ 
hatma Gandhi is known, loved, and admired all 
over the world wherever English poetry le read 
and appreciated. The poet-painter of India has 
written In English three volumes of poems, and 
her name Is Barojlnl Naldu. 

Bhe Is an Indefatigable worker and an elo¬ 
quent speaker ef Irresistible magnetism. She 
often addresses two or three meetings a day, 
and lashes her audiences Into a frenzy of pa¬ 
triotic fervor. 

As a feminist of a rather liberal school Mt*. 
Naldu has tor long fought for the attainment of 
larger civic liberties for tho women of India. 
To-day she has almost given up her poetic pur¬ 
suits arc) is giving all her time and all her 
energy for the attainment of ewaraj (national 
government) of India. 

Poeteee In the light 

T ONO before the beginning of the pres e ntun- 
^ rest in India, In 1906, there was a young 
lady of the Tagore family who was sewing the 
seeds of the present revolutionary movement in 
India. Bhe was the gifted and pretty young 
poetess and writer, Sarala Devi. Twenty years 
ago she was known only to tho rising generation 
In Bengal. To-day her name Is a household 
word all over India. 

The Calcutta session of the Indian National 
Congress In 1901 was opened with a soul stir¬ 
ring song of India's unity composed by Baraia 
Devi. The chorus was led by Rablndranaath Ta¬ 
gore himself. This song, urging the different 
provincial and racial units of India to unite for

Princess Mary’s Marriage License Specially 

Engrossed, and the Last of Its Kind 


Drawn Dp on a Parchment Nearly a Yard Square—Old World Bomanoe Attached 
to the Procedure of Preparing Royal Lioenae. 


rpHE love romance of Princess Mary is linked 
A up with a certain old-worid office under the 
shadow of 8 t. Paul’s, in London, upon which 
largely depends the forthcoming royal marriage. 

There, In the quaint faculty office of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the special license 
sanctioning the iPArrlage is being prepared. And 
the man who is doing it has been a party to 
more than one love story of Buckingham Palace. 

There is old-world romance attached to the 
procedure of preparing the license. Mr. Bull, 
the chief clerk, to whom the task has been en¬ 
trusted, is spending many days over it. He is 
using nothing but quill pens. He has by his 
sido^no fewer than twenty turkey quills, which 
he uses In preference to those of the goose be¬ 
cause they are atiffer. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Bull, during the 
fifty years he has spent in the office, has rarely 
used anything but quills, and when he drew up, 
among others, the licenses for the King and 
Queen, Prince Arthur of Connaught, and Prin¬ 
cess Patricia, he prepared them with the same 
great care, with special lasting ink and his ar¬ 
ray of old-fashioned pens. 

The royal license, which differs in certain 
respects frqm an ordinary license, is being 
drmwh up on a-large parchment nearly a yard 
square, and the lettering is being done in the 
old English style, lines drawn in red Ink re¬ 
lieving the monotony. 

The parchment must be of strong quality, 
or at least strong enough to support the heavy 
seal which krill hang below when the document 
Is completed. 

The terms of the license which Mr. Bull Is 
penning so carefully begin: 

"Randall Thomas, by Divine Providence 
Aehblshop. Primate of Ail England and Metro¬ 
politan, by the authority of Parliament lawfully 
empowered for the purpose herein written. . 
. . Whereas It 1# alleged >« have proposed to 
proceed to the solemnisation of a true, pure and 
lawful marriage. . * . 

It is a difficult task. Each letter has to he 
carefully drawn by hand, different pens being 
need for thick and thin outlines, and even a 
slight mistake might necessitate the work be¬ 
ing started all over again. 

It ie said that Mr. Bull is the only man in 
tho country who cap do engrossed hand¬ 



writing for such a document. And his long ex¬ 
perience has made him a pastmaster of the 
craft. 

These “lines" for Princess Mary will be the 
last he will write, for in the future aJI licenses 
arc to be printed. 

Before 1772 there was no necessity of a royal 
marriage license, but for the purpose of regu¬ 
lating the unions of the royal family the Royal 
Marriage Act was passed. 

This enacts that "no descendant of his late 
Majesty (George II.), other than the Issue of 
princes married or who may marry into foreign 
families, shall be capable of contracting matri¬ 
mony without the previous consent of his Ma¬ 
jesty, his heirs and successors, signified under 
the Great Seal.” 

Where the consent of the King has not been 
obtained. It Is possible for a member of the 
royal family to marry after the age of twenty- 
five, provided the sanction of both houses of 
parliament has been obtained. This procedure 
entails a wait of at least twelve months. 

The act of 1772 dispensed with the usual 
necessity of swearing affidavits and the per¬ 
sonal application of one of the parties con¬ 
cerned. so that a warrant addressed to the 
archbishop ordering the issue of a special li¬ 
cense and the archlbishop’s fiat to issue the 
license were all that were neecesary to start 
Mr. Bull off with his quills. 

Considering the time and care spent over 
the license, £60 seems quite a reasonable price, 
especially when It Is remembered that the finely 
engraved parchment will be an historical docu¬ 
ment of great value and as such will be pre¬ 
served among the other stats papers. 

The faculty office, whsre the license Is being 
drawn up, Is an old-fashioned three-roomed 
office, whose history is lost In the dim mists 
of the past It Is the only office of Its kind In 
the country, and Mr. A, W. X>. Moore, th« regis¬ 
trar. believes that for the past hundred years 
at any rate It has been used for the same pur¬ 
pose. 

The ancient office is a romance in Itself.

The object of this or¬ 
ganisation was to provide free teachers for tho 
education to purdah women all over the coun¬ 
try. This society is still functioning in Ita 
fullest vigor. 

During his visits to Lahore Mahatma Gand¬ 
hi generally stops with the family of 8 arala 
DevL By coming in touch with tho Mahatma 
this fashionable and luxury loving young lady 
has practically become an ascetic. 8 he dresses 
herself In the coarsest homespun and her jewels 
have been sold to furnish money to Gandhi's 
funds. Bhe quit# often travels with Mr. and 
Mrs. Gandhi all over India, and lectures and in¬ 
spires millions of people by speeches and the 
living example of her consecrated life. 

A friend of Sarala Devi, Mre. Lila Singh, Is 
another self-sacrtfloing devotee of Mahatma 
Gandhi. She is the daughter of the late Mr. T. 
Palit. of Calcutta. He Is Immensely rich, but 
cave away his last penny to further the cause 
of scientific and Industrial education la India. 
Mra Lila Singh, too, is a wealthy women by 
marriage. Her husband. Dip Narayan Singh, of 
Bhagalpur„ and she spends most of their money 
for the education of Indian youtha, and I learn 
that under the spell of Gandhi they are about 
to give to the nation their personal and family 
properties. 

Lila Singh has traveled all over the world to 
study tho problem of feminism. 8 he was the 
first woman to study in a man's collsge in Cal¬ 
cutta and the first Bengalee girl to ride on a 
bicycle. To-day she lives an austere life and 
works all the time for the Independence of 
India. 

It is being whispered in the progressive 
circles of India as to why her Highness the Ma¬ 
haranee of Baroda is keeping quiet these days. 
Bhe Is hesitating. Bhe is one of the richest 
princesses of India. Bhe may enlist soon. 

Most of the women lieutenants of Mahatma 
Gandhi mentioned above are personal friends 
of her Highness the Maharanee of Baroda. Bhe 
may yet respond to the call of the Mahatma.— 
New York Herald.

gISTERB, arebaeloglats have been digging up 

pot* and pane from the ruins of Pofnpeii! 

VT\\y in the name of progress anyone would 
want to dig up burled pots and pans Is more 
than we, weary of long sessions at the kitchen 
sink, can understand. We heartily wish a lot 
more of them were buried! Let the horrid 
things rest, and dig up something that will 
help ue to forget pots and pans and all their 
kindred, would be our advice to archaelogists. 

However, to women struggling daily with 
the care and cleaning of cooking utensils and 
deploring the complexity of modern taste In 
dining which necessitates the use of so varied 
an assortment of vessels, It may be interesting 
to consider that the plague of pots and pans is 
not peculiar to modem times. Women or an¬ 
cient days had to contend with it also, and 
without, we may remember for our own com¬ 
fort, the facilities for handing the work which 
we have. 

In the Royal Ontario Museum Is shown a 
fairly complete kitchen outfit of a single house 
(the oook may no doubt be found among the 
mummies). It was unearthed near Thebes, and 
contains twenty-seven pieces of bronXe de¬ 
signed chiefly for stewing and boiling. The 
museum also possesses several Individual ves¬ 
sels—most of them are of quit© moderate else, 
indicating that the ancients, like the beet mo¬ 
dem Preneh cooks, believed In cooking things 
in small quantities. The gridirons and spits, 
however, are of more generous dimensions, hav¬ 
ing been designed for the broiling and roasting 
of a whole boar, which was the main dish at 
all feasts of Importance. Most of the utensils 
found are very similar in shape to those we use 
to-day. Fans with indentations fer moulding 
little cskee In them have been dug up In 
Pompeii. 

Ancient dames probably nibbled little cakes 
of an afternoon while they discussed the latest 
news—who had lately lost his head, and how- 
through a lady's charm or an axe—the score of 
a bull fight—the tameness of the arena lions, 
and the astonishing spirit of the Christians. 

Truly there appears to be little new evfn 
under tho earth? 

Many vessels for which we have no use now 
were commonly need in ancient times. Chief 
among these were vessels for storing meed, 
which was a staple article eC food; oil, which 
was need for many purposes, and heney, which 
was the equivalent to our sugar. Mortars and 
peeteis for pounding condiments, of which the 
ancients were very fond* were used in every 
ancient kitchen, as well as sieves of various 
grades, mills for grinding* and measures of 
many size*. 

Saras Hid Lgft-Otm. 

■JTUMEROUS veesels for conveying cooked 
foods from kitchen to dining-room were 
need in the homes of the better classes. Soman 
kitchens, though not unlike our own In many 
ways, It Is said, were not usually closely ad¬ 
jacent to the place ef eating. The stable usually 
opened off the kitchen, as did the bathroom. 
Bathrooms were thus situated because of the 
convenience in obtaining hot water. But the 
dining-room was situated some distance from 
the smoke and fumes ef the kitchen. Hence the 
necessity fer specially designed vessels In which 
to convey food hot and palatable from kitchen 
to table. Hervants of both sexes were so cheap¬ 
ly and easily obtained In those days that such 
an architectural arrangement was quite feasi¬ 
ble. But Imagine asking the modern maid to 
walk any distance carrying a veasel containing 
the family soup on her head or her shoulder! 

The matrons of ancient times had alto to 
contend, we believe, with the problem of how 
to dispose of left-over meats, for In the museum 
Is shown a contrivance which Is supposed to 
have done duty as a meat chopper. 

The equivalent of our caterer was a popular 
personage in the days of anelent Roma, though 
he went about his work in a different and less 
dignified way than does the caterer of to-day. 
Public chefs stood in the market-place with 
their utensils and spieled for business. Thither 
came wealthy Romans in search of extra help 
fer big occasions, and hired them. These pub¬ 
lic chefs took with them their own utensils

responsible for the very latest idea In post¬ 
cards. Desiring to present to her very close 
friends something of greater value than the or¬ 
dinary postcards sent out by the millions dur¬ 
ing the Christmas season, she conceived the 
idea of leaving the Imprint of her lips on each 
card she sent to her dearest friends, so that 
the kiss she placed thereon would not be wast¬ 
ed.

and assistants when they went to prepare a 

feast. 

Ths manufacture of cooking utensils and 
household vessels was a thriving Industry three 
eenturles B.C. A great many vessels were 
made in factories in Capua: The finest pro¬ 
ducts wsre used In Italian and Greek homes, 
and later the export trade spread as far north 
as Northern Sweden and Scotland. We may 
Infer from this that the firet porridge pot was 
mute in Capua. 

Many of these cooking utensils differed 
from ours chiefly In the kind of material used 
in their construction. 

Terra cotta was a popular ware, as was also 
bronze and Iron, and when luxury prevailed in 
Rome some utensils were made of more ex¬ 
pensive material. 

When we contemplate those relics of a by¬ 
gone age we feel that the great tragedy of 
Pompeii had at least one pleasing feature—It 
buried a lot of pots and pans, many of which, 
no doubt, needed washing. 

GERMANY HAS NEW 

DEMOCRATIC STAMPS 

rrmc *ub*titutl«n of fl*ur*i of worklnr-mtn 

for frowned ti.*d« on the now port*** 
stamps being issued by tho Oormsn government 
has considerable political slgnlllcai.ee, in the 
Opinion of the Boston News Bureau. They 
“speak emphatically for the radical change In 
public opinion," and "argue rather convincingly 
of a continued strengthening of democratic 
sentiment." As the Boston dally explains: 

The stamps are In throe series of six designs, 
ons having the figure of a smith, tho other of a 
miner, and the third of a. farmer. The first 
series, with a value of 30 pfennig (dark vlolot) 
and 80 pfennig (red), show smiths of different 
ages at the anvil; the next in value 100 pfennig 
(green) and 120 pfennig (ultra-marine), show 
miners with pick, chisel or hand-car; the last 
In value 160 pfennig (orange), and 160 pfennig 
(blue-green), carry farmers mowing grain and 
binding sbsavss. 

Tho 120 pfennig stamp will bs ths unit for 
foreign postage. The *0 and 120 pfennig stamps 
have now been Issued. The other samps will 
not be issued Immediately as the government 
has a supply of old stamps to be exhausted. 

It Is interesting that the government takes 
official cognisance of the depreciated mark, 
since the 120 pfennig stamp equals 30 cents 
gold, pre-war parity. That a larger deprecia¬ 
tion Is not recognised Is undoubtedly due to 
the greater value of the mark In Oermany than 
outside. 

In any caso the stamps are noteworthy as 
Indicating the passing of the crowned head a* 
a symbol of Germany. 


Ontario Women Take to Drugs—As Mixers 


pOR fifty years women in Ontario have had 

the right to become druggists on an equal 
footing with men. When the “Pharmacy Act 
of 1871" was granted by the Ontario Legisla¬ 
ture in 1971 to the "Canadian Pharmaceutical 
Society," which had grown out of the "Drug- 
giste’ and Chemists' Association." formed in 
Ontario about that time, no distinction was 
made between them. 

But whereas there are an army of male 
druggists with their names over their own 
shops there are only a mere handful of women 
druggists running their own stores in Ontario. 
There are about three in Toronto: one In 
Bydenham, belonging to Mrs. Florence Y. Boyce; 
the Dockril’ drug store In Smith's Falls, be¬ 
longing to Mrs. F. M, Dockrill-Moore; and per¬ 
haps one or two others. 

And In the last half century the number of 
women who have served four years’ appren¬ 
ticeship. taken the one year's course at the 
Ontario College of Pharmacy, and graduated*aa 
full-fledged druggists qualified to make pills, 
mix powders, and fill bottles with various con¬ 
coctions for the cure of sickness arc few. Tho 
exact number is not available, but thie century 
so far there have been fifty-three, from Sep¬ 
tember, 1901, to May, 1921. Most years there 
have been two or three taking the course, but 
never until recently. In one year, more tha(i 
five. 

Which makes the number of girls these last 
two years taking the course at the Ontario 
College of Pharmacy stand out. At present 
seventeen girls are In attendance, with four 
years* apprenticeship in a drug store behind 
them; last yegr there were ten. 

Noxt year’s figures will be even more strik¬ 


ing, for 36 women apprentices are registered in 
the college for the course, and of these 16 have 
already applied for and been allotted seats, al¬ 
though the opening does not take place until 
Holt September. 

The war years were responsible for these 
big Increases In the number of women taking 
up pharmacy, according to William G. Graham, 
registrar-treasurer of the college. They stepped 
In when a shortage of men showed among as¬ 
sistants In drug stores, tfils Is apparent when 
It is remembered that four years’ apprentice¬ 
ship precedes the final year in Toronto. The 
ten girls who graduated last May began their 
drug career in 1916. The seventeen attending 
college at the present commenced In 1917. The 
thirty-six who are now In their four years of 
apprenticeship and will come to Toronto in the 
Fall to attend the college for their last year 
commenced In 1917. 

That the war influence has ceased and that 
fewer women are considering becoming drug¬ 
gist! are apparent from the registration of 
apprentices beginning this last year or so. 
Though the figures are grtatly higher than be- 
fore the war they do not approach those just 
quoted. In 1920 nineteen girls beran their 
'apprenticeship, and in 1921 the number hat) 
dropped to eleven. Incidentally It may be men¬ 
tioned that from September next druggists will 
become qualified under a different system, by 
three years' apprenticeship and two years' 
course at the Toronto college attending lectures 
and passing examinations. 

Not only are women druggists finding many 
openings in the dispensing departments of the 
big stores, but many ef them are being em¬ 
ployed in the dispensing rooms of the hospitals. 


There are two In the Hick Children's Hospital, 
Toronto, who lecture to medical students. Two 
sisters from St. Michael's Hospital have gradu¬ 
ated within recent years, one of them. Sister 
St. Maurus, Is now in charge of the dispensing 
department, a graduate druggist. Two sisters 
of SL John's Hospital, Toronto, are at present 
serving as apprentices to a druggist, and will 
be among the thirty-six women in attendance 
at the college next year, as well as one from 
an Ottawa hospital. This year's roll of women 
Includes a sister from a Roman Catholic In¬ 
stitution In Hamilton. 

Mr. Graham declares that the hospitals are 
glad to get women graduates in thetr dispens¬ 
ing rooms,* and least two big American hos¬ 
pitals have wrMten recently making Inquiries 
about Ontario girls. 

It Is only since 1906 that the Ontario hos¬ 
pitals have had to have proper dispensing de¬ 
partments. This is r.ot to say that before that 
time dispensing was not done accurately In the 
great majority of them, but it was done hap¬ 
hazardly, in some, in many cases a doctor or 
nurse without special qualifications. Represen¬ 
tations mode by Mr. Graham to the late Dr. J. 
J. Foy and Dr. R. A. Pyne succeeded In having 
the hospitals put their dispensing services in 
tbe hands of qualified druggists. In fact, this 
view of the matter received unqualified appro¬ 
val and support from the hospital association 
at their annual matting succeeding the move. 
Bo the hospitals throughout the province were 
notified at that time that they must either put 
(n proper dispensaries or have their dispensing 
done at a drug store. As a result, according 
ib Mr. Graham, there have been many openings 
in reoent years In hospitals for women drug¬ 
gist#

WHY don't we break more dishes? 

This is not an advertisement for a 
crockery establishment, but-a bona fide artleje. 
All about human instincts and social customs. 

The stage has something to do with the 
answer. Whether it Is oaqse or effect is not 
easy to decide. 

Tho fact is that not nearly so many dishes 
are deliberately broken In Canadian homes as 
there used to be forty or fifty years ago. Why 
not? 

As to conditions in the past, we quote the 
authority of a well-known Toronto citizen, bom 
tn England, a cultivated gentleman, who has 
lived in Canada for fifty years. He says tli*t 
In the period of. say, the late seventies and early 
eighties it was a common occurrence, both in 
England and Canada, for men to break dishes 
at their own tables. 

"Why?" we asked. 

“Because men in those days were not the 
tame cats they have become now. Also because 
of a feeling, a passion for perfect cooking not 
so prevalent to-day." 

We asked for further details. It appears 
that in those days. If the head of a household 
didn’t care for the way his chops were done, 
he would sweep them off to the floor, platter 
and all, to the accompaniment of a good round 
oath. 

And if, while he was drinking his tea, some¬ 
thing occurred to annoy him, he would hurl 
his cup against the wall. 

"It was the same feeling as manifested It- 
* self when a man, out of sort*, would slam the 
door behind him. The noise would resoupd 
throughout the house." 

The "gentry," according to this authority, 
were much more self-willed and choleric then 
than people are now. 

"Although," he remarked, “if you'll stop to 
think, you'll agree that several of the old- 
timers in Toronto to-day. distinguished and 
oultured gentlemen, are rough and rude in their 
personal actions and in their personal manners, 
They are the last of the old stock. They show 
the young people what tho old folks were like." 

Some actual names were mentioned, and it's 
a terrible temptation to print them, but really 
It's not necessary. If you live In Toronto, you 
can make your own list. Hamiltonians, Winni¬ 
pegers and Calgarians can do their own classi¬ 
fication. ' ,r ^ 

It was a common expression in those days 
this informant told us, for* a man to zay 
proudly, "I am a good hater." And evon the 
women sometimes claimed a similar distinc¬ 
tion for themselves. 

We have grown accustomed to the attacks 
on the older generation, not only from the now 
aged Bernard Shaw, but from most of the 
literary and artistic representatives of the 
present younger generations. 

Theatre Tickets Cheaper Than China. 

T>UT here was a case where what .might be 

construed as an attack, or at least ft re¬ 
flection. on the old folk of tho Victorian era 
was told with a note of regret that these old 
days of smashing dishes and slamming doors 
had gone. An effeminate, house-tamed race. It 
appears, are the modern, unworthy successors 
of the aristocratic swashbucklers. 

Times have changed. Dishes, it is true, are 
still broken, but taostly by accident in or near 
the sink, and not with magnificent dramatic 
gestures at the table. 

What has caused the change 

The stage, as we intimated, has somethin* 
to do with it. It Is here that the custom still 
survives. Either the theatre took up the social 
convention early, while it was yet in flower, 
and made it perhaps too common and thus less 
desirable, or. with the custom normally declin¬ 
ing, ths suppressed instinct to break dishes 
was sublimated, as Dr. Addington Bruce would 
say, and made Into a vicarious public experi¬ 
ence. 

Certain It la that no stage scene of the pre¬ 
sent timo excels In universal attention of popu¬ 
larity the wanton destruction of dishes. If 1 
were producing a play, whether It was “Ham¬ 
let" or a Ziegfeld Follies, a crook melodrama or 
a society farce. I should Interpolate a scene 
where dishes are broken. Then I’d know there 
wouldn't be a financial loss. 

Doris Keane was here recently in “Ro¬ 
mance." a play of wide popular appeal which 
ran four years In London, two years in Now 
York and six days in Toronto. (That's not an 
anti-climax, for six days is a nice long run In 
Canada, and "Romance” had crowded houses 
on every one of tho six days from Monday to 
Saturday.) 

What scene, of all the romantic episodes In 
"Romance," is the one you remember? Not the 
love scenes, for you see that sort of thing often, 
but the glorious moment when the hero, in a 
fit of angry passion, pulls the tablecloth off the 
table, bringing deafening destruction to tilth- 
stemmed champagne glasses, muffin dishes 
and macaroni plates. That’s what made you 
sit up? That's \$’hat gave you your money's 
worth! 

It's your ancestral Instinct being satisfied 
without the annoyance of expense of breaking 
your own dishes, k'e mocVrei economy applied 
to traditional paycUo;ogy. 

Of all the vaudeville acts you ever saw, were 
you ever mare thrilled than by the Juggler wh© 
couldn’t Juggle but who in bis unsuccessful 
efforts smashed ten or twenty dollars’ worth 
of plates and sups? 

We. qbnsiire the stage sometimes, but this It 
one instance where it performs a universal 
service to mankind. 

It's cheaper to buy a theatre ticket than ty 
destroy a set of Crown Derby.
